Nerchantsand Clothiers of this Kingdome, arc greatly 
diſcouraged., So that great numbers of pcople, im- 
ployed by thaw and depending onthem, want worke, 
the beſt meanes of their livelihood, the Land-lords faile 
in their Rents and Revenues, wherewithto maintayne 
their ordinarie charges : and the Farmors haue not fo
